Many of us, interested in genealogical research, on being asked why we devote so much 
time to what seems to the inquirer to be a useless waste of energy, thoughtlessly 
reply: “Ohi it is just my hobby." Often have I made such a reply rather than at- 
tempt to,conyince the uninitiated of the true value of this stimulating and broaden- 
ing mental exercise. True, ‘it may become a hobby, and a very fascinating one at 
that, as doubtless all will agree, but if it were not more than that, would we be 
justified in spending endless hours in libraries, at home or in far distant cities, 
searching through old records and through volumes of vital statistics? Would we 
travel great distances to the state where our ancestors were supposed to have lived, 
or tramp through bramble infested cemeteries in search of their last resting place? 
Would we write hundreds of letters to persons we think may have the key to the very 
door we wish to enter? ‘Jould we attend meetings of the Detroit Society for Genealogi- 
cal Research and devote our time as officers and committee members, just to promote 

a hobby? Certainly there must be something of real value to the study of genealogy, 
or we and the thousands of others who have spent some of the best years of our lives 
in following it have made a grave mistake. Let us think about this for a few 
minutes. 


For myself, I can testify that genealogy has been an inspiration tothe study of 
history, both local and netioral. History and genealogy are insepareble andxde- 


pendent upon one another. Genealogical records are not complete without a !mowledge 
of the social and political conditions under which the nared person lived and hi 
tory would be of no value vithout some knowledge of the people who made that his 

A genealogicel record of rere names and dates is 9 dry thing to contemnlate, bu 

vhen there is some !nowledge of the lives of the persors so named and of their 
grations from olcer to never locations, it becomes a living document. 


The study of the cheracter of our arcestors, although infor: ation onwhich to base 
such a study mav be limited, should be helpful in the development of our own lives. 
An understanding of their lack of opportunities for ':nowledge and culture and the 
small world in which they lived my rake us better realize how greatly we are favored 
in these days. 

The Holy Bible says: “Honor thy father and thy mother," but I am convinced that the 
inspired writer would heve us honor all previous generations as well. I believe the 
study of genealogy will create in us a higher regard for our ancestors, without any 
semblance of ancestry worship, of which we are frequently accused. Il’y own work in 
genealogy has revived the desire to read and to study and has given me a training in 
research that I believe has been helpful along other lines. Perhaps you too may 
have had this experience. 


Without this research by ourselves or others it would be impossible to keep alive 
such organizations as the Daughters or the Sons of the American Revolution, the Iay- 
flover Descendénts, The Huguenots and all societies organized to perpetuate the 
memory of the founders of this country. Certainly this alone would give genealogy 

a more noble classification than that of a hobby. 


As students of genealogy we have an obligation to gather and publish information of 
past generations 2nd to see that current vital records are preserved and made avail- 
able for future generations. Yes, certainly, we are justified when we say genealogy 
is more than a hobby.

Mrs. DeBoos toid of the exeellrt inverest and atteation she had when 
lecturing on the subject annually at the Dearborn High School. Miss Ellis staved that 
the liorary offered little genealcgical help to families of European:origin other 

than British. However, it was agreed that some knowledge of family was necessary to 
stimulate either interest or pride in the family background and that such knowledge 
and interest was © constructive influence in anyone's life. The Society might well 
support a pian that would encourage the use of a genealogical study project in the 
social science or biology sections of the school curriculum.

AT THE FORRUARY MEETING, Dr. Alfred H. Whittaker, President of the Detroit Historical 
Sceiety geve an illustrated lecture on "The Old and New Detroit" that not only re- 
vealed his great enthusiasm end love for the city and its history, but also brought 

a deal of that same int-rest and feeling to his listeners. The old Detroit besan 
with the landing of the picturesque Cadillac in 1701, and, due to its strategic 
lecation and the fur trade, it grew slowly but persistently. Through British rule, 
the Pontiac siege, the entry of the Americans, the fire of 1805 and the War of 1812, 
the little town maintained itself, absorbing successive immigrations of French habi- 
tants, English soldiers end traders, ambitious Yorkers and l ew Englanders. From 

13820 the growth was gradual and solid. By 1870 Detroit was a pleasant tree-shaded 
residential city, conservative and stable. And then shortly before the opening of 
the twentieth century the New Detroit came into being with the automobile. It be- 
came a metropolis of great and unmanageable growth, sudden wealth, new and temporar- 
ily indigestible populetions. The city boomed mightily and then it went broke, cried 
and sat down. And yet with all its tensions and crises Detroit remains a great city, 
a city with the most powerful industrial potential in the whole modern world.

George was born in 1796, fought with tho British at Mscl:inac Island in 1814, became 
an Assistant Indian Agent for the Ll. §. and died in 1861. Three of his sons, James, 
Sam and Benjamin were killed in the Civil Wear. Jane, born 1800, became the wife of 
Henry Rowe Schoolcreft, historian and treveller. She was received at Court in Len- 
don as the daughter of a great Chief - o princess. Eliza, born 1802, died unmarried 
in 1888. Charlotte, born 1806, married Rev. Wm. IMclurray who became Anglican Arch- 
bishop of Visagare. Willian, born 1811, Indian agent at iackinac, died there in 1866, 
Anne, born 1814, married Jemes, the brother of i. R. Schoolereft. Soon efter this 
marriage, Jemes Schoolcraft was shot by one named Tanner, who fled to Detroit. She 
leter married Rev. 0. Taylor end went to live in Pontiac, where sho diced in 1856, 
John McDougall Johnston was born 1818 end died in 1895. This was the fomily mother- 
ed by the Indian maiden “leyquay. 


We well remember how the Indians tell their unrecorded history ss well as their ren- 
ealogye. Old Chief Shawan gore use great deal of his lmowledre of the events of his 
tire. He fought with the British et Fort St. Joseph in St. Mary's River in 1814. 

He told of the defeat of Capt. Barclay by Com. Perry and the Americen sdvance into 
northern waters. At Fort St. Joc, the British paymaster had just received gold coin 
to pay the troops and boforo he vac shot succeeded in burying it. st a moensured dis- 
tance in a certain dirsction from the corner of the Oremew' s (commanding officer's) 


house. Theo old Chief kmev the locetion of the cache but never disturbed it, na@ 


would he listen to any of the numerous offers of money made to induce hir to reveal 
the spot. In the true Indien tradition, he passed the knowled;:e on to his only son. 


Another of Chief Shawen's stories concerned the burving by the Indians of the beauti- 
ful daughtor of the Ogemew, dressed in nll her fine clothes and jewelry. About 
cighty veers lator he heard there had been some digging sbout the 61d fort and found 
upon investigation thatthe grave hoc been looted of the jewelry. The cache of gold 
hed not been found. 


he Chief covld not tell his sge when asked vut said he married soon after his re- 
from the War of 1814. Traditionally the O'Jibway did not marry yong because 

man might become absorbed with his new wife and his hunting ability might suffer. 
Therefore Shawan was probsbly bern sbout 1792 end died at one hundred sixtedn in 
1909. A prized possession was his badse of office, a medal struek by the U. S. Mint, 
ir. tae form of 9 silver dollser but twice its size. One side was en::raved with the 
clasped hands of en Indian and o soldier end the words “Peace snd Friendship." On 
the reverse side wore the erossed pipes of peace and “I’artin Van Buren, President of 
the United States, 18417 Chicf Shawan wns buried in Gem Islend burying ground lo- 
ected on e high bluff over-looking Lake George. The grave faced west, the earth 
heaped high and the usucl roof built over it. 


Much of the pure Indirn blood has min:led with the white in the past one hundred 
fifty yeors. Merny of the old families of Detroit, Mackinec Streits area, Sault Ste. 
Larie end other parts of the Great Lekes shore line sre descended from the rugged and 
strong Indian stocl. Ohnese Osborn nut it well when he wrote, "like 11 other ele- ' 
ments of the reiting pot they sre gredually being fused into the composite American.

NOTES ON GUILFORD FAMILY IN AMSRICA 
Contributed by Clarence R. Ifartin 


The Bible record kept in the family of Dr. Jonos Guilford (1759-1809) states tha 
the Spencer, Mass., Guilfords (Gilford in early vital records) were descended from 
an ancestor that emigrated from England to Scituate and settled at Hinghar, Mass. 
Dr. Jonas’ grandfather did live at Scituate 1690-1724, 


Hingham, Mass., was settled in 1634 but its early town and parish records are in- 
complete. They show death of Widow Mary Guilford on May 7, 1660, and death of John 
Guilford Sept. 26, 1660, and the birth of John's three children there. 


G- Widow Gilford or Guilford, as now used, was without doubt the mother of this 
John Guilford. Family tradition states that she and her husband went to Virginia 
from England and then returned to England where her husband died; Widow Guilford 
came to Hingham, Mass., vith at least one son John who died there Sept. 26, 1660.

Nathan Rose 
owned 2 80's where Tommy Young lives, built the old log house and barn that stood 
there. WN. Rose lived in a shanty on the bank of --- Lake in Pickel's woods until the 
log house was built on the hill. Palmer sold his for wild cat money and just got 

the money when the bank broke and so lost all. 


Ruth was born Jany. 18, 1834 and came to Mich. same year in June, 


He sold where T. Young lives and bought where A. Boyce now lives. The country 
was all a wilderness. He cleared and built a frame house leter and barn too. He 
lived there till he died. Grandma Rose spun and wove all the linen end bed blankets, y 
carpets, etc., all her life - hed a piece of carpet in her home when she died. She 
was sick only 2/3 --- when she died of rush of blood to the head year Alice was born 
2nd day of June aged 60 yrs."
